Within a few hours of the time 
they had broken into the Banks and 
Banks Service Station at Vulcan 
early Friday, David Sigstad, 19, of 
s Elbow, Sask., and William Elson, 
19, of Toronto, Ont. pleaded guilty 
to charges for breaking and enter¬ 
ing when they appeared before 
Magistrate Harry Smith at Cham¬ 
pion. They were remanded for 
sentence until Friday, July 13. It, 
is understood that they have since 
admitted other break-ins at Cal¬ 
gary, Strathmore and Tilley. 

Vulcan town police were called 
Friday morning, when it was dis¬ 
covered that attempts toad been 
made to smash the safe at Banks 
service station. Town police enlist¬ 
ed the ,aid of the RCMP and an 
investigation followed. Meantime 
members of the Strathmore de¬ 
tachment picked up the two men 
as ‘suspicious characters’ and held 
them for questioning. 

Fingerprint experts at the Leth¬ 
bridge detachment quickly went to 
work and the youths’ prints were 
found to match those Sound at 
the scene of the attempt.

When straw is plentiful there may 
at first be some lowering of crop 
yield. These fields have not only 
to supply the ivop with the nitro¬ 
gen it needs but must provide an 
extra supply to promote decomposi¬ 
tion of the straw. As the organic 
matter decays more nitrogen is re¬ 
leased and, yields improve. 

What to do during the early per¬ 
iod of depressed yields is something 
that is (receiving a great deal of 
attention by the Department of 
Soils.

In regard to the smiaill spot 
sprayers which we have for loan 
we would appreciate it very much 
il you could do your spraying inside 
of four days alter taking the ma¬ 
chine out weather permitting, 
otherwise it may be necessary to 
levy a charge for additional timp. 
We would like to obtain maximum 
service out of these sprayers during 
the weed season, and this cannot 
be done if they stay on one farm 
for long periods of time. 

Some of our common grass seeds 
have become in short supply during 
the last few weeks and are diffi¬ 
cult or impossible to obtain. Reed 
Canary grass which is now coming 
into general use as a wet land grass 
is also hard TO obtain at present.

NITROGEN NEEDS, 

OF GRAIN CROPS ' 

The best way to maintin soil nit¬ 
rogen is to keep the land well 
supplied with organic matter, ad¬ 
vises Dr. C.-F. Bentley, Associate 
Professor of Soils, University of 
Alberta. More and more farmers 
are appreciating the value of com- 


VPtT SO Widely satisiactory that they 
can be generally recommended. We 
can’t loll everybody to use nitrogen 
fertilizers on stubble crops, says 
Dr. Bentley, but one-ttowd to one- 
half of the fields on which we have 
nppiled nitrogen have actually giv¬ 
en paying increases. Our recom¬ 
mendation is that those who sty; 
signs of nitrogen deficiency should 
try a nitrogen fertilizer on pari of 
the field. I his suggestion does not 
apply to the wooded soils; legumes 
are the answer to nitrogen deficien¬ 
cy theve. 

Pale yellow-green spindly plants 
and poor /ield are signs of nitro¬ 
gen Shortage. But by the time 
these signs appear in a grain crop, 
around the middle of June to the 
middle of July, it is too late to do 
anything then. The nitrogen 
should be applied in fall or spring. 
These problems of nitrogen defi- 
cleny ace most likely to occur on 
fields which have been cropped for 
25 or more years and where the 
combine straw is heavy. 

If a field last year showed signs 
of nitrogen deficiency and you are 
planning to seed it to grain again 
this year, try a nitvogeh fertilizer 
on part of the field and compare 
results, suggests Dir. Bentley. E- 
nough ferlilizer .should be applied 
to supply 40 to 60 pounds of nitro¬ 
gen per acre.

Trash Cover is Important 

The extremely windy-, dry wea¬ 
ther experienced this spring, re¬ 
emphasizes the necessity for con¬ 
serving crop rosidues, strip farm¬ 
ing and surface tillage. During lat¬ 
ter years of abundant rainfall the 
problem of soil drifting was less 
acute, which has resulted in a dis- 
continuenre of these practices in 
some areas.

summer-fallow was apparent. 

Stubble burning is a very hazard¬ 
ous practice, wasteful of soil fertili¬ 
ty. One- example of this is well 
known to the writer. On this par¬ 
ticular field, stubble was burned 
this spring. After the recent high 
winds the crop was blown cut, and 
the road ditetoes were filled with 
lop-soil. Sometimes it is difficult 
to prepare a seedbed on land carry¬ 
ing a very heavy trash cover, but 
il can be done without burning. 

Tillage implements such as the 
blade or heavy duty cultivators are 
a great help in combatting wind 
erosion especially during drier 
years. It has been found by re¬ 
search that blade type implements 
reduce tiie trash cover toy about 
ten per cent with each stroke. A 
carefully operated one-way disc 
reduces trash cover appi oximately 
fifty per cent for each stroke. Ex¬ 
cessive speed of operation is a bad 
practice when using a one-way, and 
even worse for the wide level dis- 
ker. Heavy duty cultivators are 
rated next to blade type Implements 
ih_their ability to conserve trash 
cover. These machines will work in 
a heavy trash cover, and also pene¬ 
trate firm soil, as well as maintain 
a fairly constant deptti of opera¬ 
tion The one-way should not be 
used as the only tillage implement 
for summer-fallowing. If drier 
seasons occur and trash cover is 
light, the blade or heavy duty 
cultivator would lake preference 
over disc type machines. Under dry 
windy conditions conserving all the 
trash cover possible ‘becomes an ab¬ 
solute must in order to conserve 
moisture and prevent soil drifting.

People sometimes wonder why, when they bring 
in a wedding writeup or other story or even an ad¬ 
vertisement on a Wednesday, we cannot guarantee to 
get their copy in that week’s paper. 

Although our advertisers and regular news cor¬ 
respondents are familiar with the circumstances 
making it necessary for us to set our deadline at 5 
p.m. on Tuesday of each week, others fail to under¬ 
stand the amount of time and work involved in trans¬ 
forming • written copy into the printed story or 
advertisement in the Advocate. 

We must decide not later than Tuesday morning 
whether the paper is going to be 8, 10, or 12 pages and 
this depends to a large extent on the known and ex¬ 
pected volume of advertising for that particular week. 
Reading matter in the Advocate is almost exclusively 
all local and district news, which means that it must 
be set as it comes in, along with the Vulcan news and 
the ads. Mail service from some points in the County 
is such that the news budgets from two or three points 
do not reach us until Wednesday noon, so we must 
anticipate the amount of space these will require and 
try to get them in the last press run. For an eight-page 
paper we must get two pages printed on Tuesday, if 
we are running ten pages we must get four pages 
through the press on Tuesday. This means two or 
maybe three two-hour press runs on Wedhesday plus 
the first run through the folding machine, while at 
the same time the type-setting machine is being opera¬ 
ted to the limit of its capacity and the news and ads 
are being assembled into complete pages in the com¬ 
posing room. 

We never intentionally leave out news. However, 
our educated guess as to how much space the last- 
minute district news will require is sometimes wrong 
and we simply run out of space, leaving us no alterna¬ 
tive but to carry some of it over until the following 
week. Nobody is sorrier than us when this happens, 
and, unfortuantely, it generally affects the same 
correspondents—those whose news comes in by mail 
on Wednesday.

Strikes, the United Church brief points out, hurt 
both employers and employees. They also impose hanl- 
ship on many innocent parties, including the smaller 
supplier industries, as well as merchants and trades¬ 
men. The fact that organized labor is free to impose 
such economic hardship upon so many who are not 
even involved in an industrial dispute, the United 
Church of Canada rightly believes, is a real threat to 
national progress and well-being. 

Thoughtful Canadians everywhere may be expect¬ 
ed to applaud the courageous leadership of the United 
Church in pointing as it has to the injustice and hard¬ 
ship that result from strike action in large modern 
industry. Nowhere is strike action less justified than 
in raii transport. Yet rail union leaders still loudly 
proclaim their "inalienable right’’ to inflict on the 
country nationwide paralysis of rail transport. 

Union leaders, as the United Church properly 
notes, must learn that in industrial disputes, the 
common good is paramount to the special interests 
of the parties. If they fail to do so, they will have 
nobody but themselves to blame if the public insists 
that limitations be placed on strike action.
